Check-out  cards  have  been  placed  on 
each  floor  of  the  library  at  the  service 
desk  so  students  can  fill  them  out 
before  they  go  to  the  main  floor.  It 
would  help  if  students  would  have  the 
cards  completely  filled  out  when  they 
go  to  the  circulation  desk  to  have  the 
books  checked  out,  he  said. 

The  library  check-out  system  has 
been  in  operation  for  at  least  15  years 
but  the  tattle-tape  system  located  at 
the  library  exits  has  only  been  in 
operation  for  two.  Its  purpose  is  to 
help  control  book  loss,  said  Larsen.

The  tattle-tape  located  in  the  south 
entrance  is  presently  not  working 
because  a  motor  was  burned  out  when 
the  system  arrived.  Library  personnel 
are  trying  to  locate  a  replacement 
motor. 

The  library  loses  books  each  year. 
They  are  often  picked  up  by  students 
accidently,  or  sometimes  students  just 
borrow  the  books  and  intend  to  bring 
them  back.  Books  are  also  lost  through 
theft.  Tattle-tape  helps  solve  these 
problems. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  President 
Ford  accused  Democrat  Jimmy  Carter 
Thursday  night  of  “slandering  the  good 
name  of  the  United  States”  in  his 
challenge  of  Ford  administration  arid 
defense  policy  during  the  second 
presidential  debate. 

Ford  lashed  out  at  Carter  during  a 
nationally  broadcast  news  conference 
which  he  opened  by  declaring  his 
pleasure  that  the  special  Watergate 
prosecutor  had  put  to  rest  “once  and 
for  all”  allegations  that  he  misused 
campaign  funds  as  a  congressman. 

The  President  called  for  a  shift  in  the 
focus  of  the  campai^  to  the  serious 
differences  between  him  and  Carter. 

Responding  to  questions  about  his 
role  in  efforts  to  block  an  investigation 
of  the  Watergate  break-in  while  he  was 
minority  leader  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  his  acceptance  of 
golfing  vacations  and  his  use  of 
campaign  funds  for  travel  and  clothing. 
Ford  said  all  such  allegations  had  been 
thoroughly  investigated  and  no 
wrongdoing  had  been  found. 

Ford  said  he  had  been  questioned 
fully  during  hearings  on  his 
confirmation  as  vice  president  about 
any  involvement  in  trying  to  block  the 
House  Banking  Committee  from 
holding  hearings  on  the  Watergate 
break-in. 

Ford  already  has  said  he  accepted  a 
number  of  golfing  trips  from  William 
Whyte,  a  longtime  personal  friend  and 
lobbyist  for  U.S.  Steel  Corp.  Asked  if 
there  may  have  been  other  such  trips 
not  yet  disclosed.  Ford  said,  “There 
may  be  one  or  two  more,  but  I  can’t 
recall  the  instances.” 

“I  have  not  accepted  any  such  trips 
since  I  have  been  vice  president  or 
President,”  he  said. 

Ford  said  campaign  funds  he  used  for 
traveling  to  Vah,  Colo.,  for  vacations 
were  returned  to  his  congressional 
election  account. 

The  President  said  he  covered  the 
check  “with  my  paycheck.” 


Ford  acknowledged  he  had  erred 
during  that  debate  when  he  said  there 
was  no  Soviet  domination  of  Eastern 
Europe.  Then,  turning  to  Carter’s 
statements,  the  President  said: 

“I’d  like  to  say  very  strongly  that  the 
attitude  he  took  on  that  occasion  when 
he  said  America  was  not  strong,  where 
he  said  the  United  States  government 
tried  to  get  us  into  another  Vietnam 
in  Angola,  and  where  he  said  the 
United  States  had  lost  respect 
throughout  the  world,  I  don’t  approve 
of  any  candidate  for  public  office 
slandering  the  good  name  of  the  United 


States.  It  discourages  our  alUes  and  it 
encourages  our  adversaries.” 

Asked  why  it  took  him  so  long  to 
admit  he  made  a  mistake  in  his 
statement  about  Eastern  Europe,  Ford 
said  one  reason  for  the  delay  was  the 
need  to  make  a  careful  judgment. 

In  addition,  he  said  he  had  been  to 
Poland  and  had  seen  the  Polish  people. 
By  the  look  on  their  faces,  he  said, 
“freedom  is  in  their  heart  and  in  their 
mind.  They  are  not  going  to  be 
dominated  over  the  long  run  by  any 
outside  power.” 


Ford  cleared  in  probe. 
Carter  off  to  New  York

President  Ford  won  a  clean  bill  of 
health  Thursday  from  the  Watergate 
special  prosecutor  in  a  probe  of 
allegations  that  Ford  had  misused 
political  campaign  funds  while  a 
congressman. 

“The  matter  has  now  been  closed 
and  counsel  for  the  President  has  been 
so  advised,”  special  prosecutor  Charles 
Ruff  said  in  a  two-page  statement 
handed  out  to  reporters. 

Democratic  presidential  nominee 
Jimmy  Carter,  meanwhile,  was  flying 
to  New  York  to  begin  another 
three-day  stint  of  campaigning  that  will 
take  him  to  Detroit,  Kansas  City  and 
several  cities  in  Ohio. 

Ford  himself  ended  a  two-day 
campaign  visit  to  the  New  York-New 
Jersey  area  Wednesday,  and  the  vice 
presidential  candidates.  Democrat 
Walter  F.  Mondale  and  Republican  Bob 
Dole,  were  heading  for  Houston,  Tex., 
where  they  will  debate  tonight. 

But  there  remained  another 


potentially  troublesome  inquiry,  also 
by  Ruff’s  office,  into  claims  that  Ford, 
while  House  minority  leader,  may  have 
discussed  with  members  of  President 
Richard  M.  Nixon’s  White  House  staff 
ways  of  blocking  an  early  investigation 
into  the  Watergate  affair. 

And  the  Washington  Post  reported 
that  the  Democratic 
NationalCommittee  plans  to  Tile  a 
complaint  with  the  Federal  Election 
Commission  about  Ford’s  alleged  use 
of  aides  and  Cabinet  members,  who 
earn  government  salaries,  for  campaign 
duties. 

Ruff’s  statement  said  the 
investigation  of  Ford’s  campaign  funds 
originated  with  charges  by  an  individual, 
whom  Ruff  did  not  identify,  that 
political  contributions  from  certain 
unnamed  unions  had  been  transmitted 
to  political  committees  in  Kent 
County,  Michigan,  Ford’s  home 
district,  with  the  understanding  that 
they  would  be  passed  on  to  Ford  for 
his  personal  use. 


Officials  say  deaths  not  related 
to  vaccine  as  flu  clinics  reopen 
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With  one  obstacle  left  to  be  cleared, 
the  Sierra  Club  may  throw  another 
monkey  wrench  into  Wilderness 
Associates’  plan  for  Heritage  Mountain. 

According  to  Wilderness  Associates 
Vice  President  Norm  Nielsen,  final 
funding  has  been  arranged  to  purchase 
an  87-acre  tract  of  land  north  of  the 
Utah  State  Hospital. 

The  land  deal,  costing  a  reported 
$615,000,  has  been  the  target  of  a  legal 
battle  since  last  May.  The  dispute  was 
resolved  on  Tuesday  of  last  week. 

The  land,  now  owned  by  Provo  City, 
is  to  be  the  base  site  for  a  funicular 
railway  that  will  carry  skiers  to  Maple 
Flat,  7,700  feet  up  on  Maple  Mountain. 

Meanwhile,  according  to  Lillian 
Hayes  of  the  Sierra  Club,  an 
environmental  protection  group,  club 
members  may  take  legal  action  to 
further  delay  or  stop  the  development. 

Mrs.  Hayes  said  that  members  of  the 
Utah  County  club  had  checked  with 
legal  counsel  in  Denver  about  the 
action. 

She  said  that  they  were  told  that  an 
appeal  of  the  local  forester’s  decision 
could  be  made  to  regional  forestry 
officials. 

Don  Nebeker,  forest  supervisor  for 
the  Uinta  National  Forest,  declined 
comment  on  the  possibihty  of  appeal.

Swine  flu  clinics  in  several  areas 
reopened  Thursday,  as  the  troubled 
immunization  program  was  boosted  by 
President  Ford  and  his  family  who  got 
their  vaccinations  at  the  White  House. 

Officials  in  the  Pittsburgh  area  said 
they  would  resume  their  immunization 
program  for  the  elderly  on  Monday. 
The  announcement  on  Tuesday  of  the 
deaths  of  three  elderly  Pittsburgh 
residents  who  were  vaccinated  at  a 
local  chnic  touched  off  the  concern 
that  led  to  suspensions  of 
immunization  programs  in  parts  of 
Pennsylvania  and  elsewhere. 

“The  official  explanation  is  the  three 
deaths  were  a  coincidence,”  said  Dr. 
Frank  Clack,  director  of  the  Allegheny 
County  Health  Departnjent. 

New  reports  surfaced  elsewhere 
Thursday  of  elderly  or  chronically  ill 
people  —  more  than  three  dozen  in  all 
—  who  died  anywhere  from  a  few  hours 
to  a  few  days  after  they  were' 
vaccinated.  But  officials  in  virtually 
every  case  said  the  immunizations  were 
not  to  blame. 

Some  clinics  that  remained  operating 
reported  that  the  number  of  patients 
was  down  sharply  with  people  worried 
about  possible  after-effects. 


Federal  authorities  tested  samples  of 
the  vaccine  used  to  immunize  the 
Pittsburgh  victims  and  said  they  found 
no  preliminary  evidence  to  indicate  any 
connection  between  the  vaccine  and 
the  fatalities. 

State  vaccination  programs  that  had 
been  halted  in  Illinois  and  Louisiana 
were  resumed  Thursday,  Vermont 
planned  to  reopen  its  clinics  on  Friday, 
and  New  Mexico  officials  said  their 
vaccination  program  would  be  resumed 
by  the  end  of  the  week.  Immunization 
programs  remained  suspended  in  five 
states  and  have  not  begun  in  21  other 
states. 

The  President  received  his 
vaccination  from  White  House 
physician  Dr.  William  Lukash  who 
assured  him  there  was  no  danger. 

Ford  received  the  bivalent  vaccine, 
containing  immunization  against  both 
swine  flu  and  the  A-Victoria  flu  strain. 

This  type  of  vaccine  had  been 
prepared  for  the  elderly  or  the 
chronically  ill  who  are  more  vulnerable 
to  the  illnesses.  It  is  these  people  who 
have  been  vaccinated  first  and  officials 
have  stressed  that  the  coincidental 
deaths  are  not  unusual,  given  the  age 
and  health  of  the  patients. 

In  all,  there  were  about  three  dozen 
deaths  reported  among  people  in 


Victims  ill 

In  Pittsburgh,  Dr.  Ray  L. 
Titchworth,  chairman  of  the  county 
health  board,  said  all  three  victims 
there  had  chroiuc  heart  problems  and 
two  were  ill  at  the  time  they  got  their 
shots. 

“They  would  have  died  anyway,”  he 
said.  The  vaccinations  for  those  under 
65  will  begin,  as  scheduled,  on  Sunday. 

Among  the  clinics  opening  on 
Thursday  were  the  ones  in  Orange 
County,  Fla.  The  program  had  been 
scheduled  to  get  underway  on 
Wednesday,  but  was  postponed  for  one 
day.  Florida  Gov.  Reubin  Askew  said 
he  wasn’t  worried  about  getting  the 
vaccination. 

The  conflicts  that  the  program  and 
the  deaths  have  caused  were  mirrored 
in  Ohio,  where  five  people  who 
received  the  vaccinations  died. 

Dr.  Thomas  Halpin,  chief  of  the  state 
bureau  of  preventive  medicine,  stressed 
that  “there  are  no  indications  that  the

In  Warren  County,  however,  the 
vaccinations  were  halted.  Dr.  Ralph 
Young,  the  coroner,  said  he  was 
concerned  about  the  death  of  Dr. 
Clyde  G.  Erbeck,  74,  a  dentist.  “Dr. 
Erbeck  died  of  acute  gastroenteritis.  It 
is  of  a  viral  nature  and  I  can’t  say  yes 
or  no  if  there  is  any  danger  from  the 
vaccine.  I  see  a  man  who  was  in  normal 
health  die  24  hours  after  receiving  the 
immunization ...” 

Health  officials  in  Pittsburgh  said 
they  wanted  to  cut  the  waiting  time  at 
the  flu  chnics  serving  the  elderly,  to 
alleviate  the  kind  of  stress  that  might 
have  contributed  to  the  earUer  deaths. 

New  York  City  officials  said  the 
number  of  people  getting  shots  at 
public  immunization  centers  dropped 
from  22,625  on  Tuesday  to  7,708  on 
Wednesday  and  the  pace  continued  to 
be  slow  on  Thursday.  “The  general 
impression  is  that  our  chnics  are  slow 
today,”  said  a  spokesman.  “They’re 
running  about  the  same  as  they  ran 
yesterday.”

Provo  police  cars  are  equippped  with  citizen  band 
radios,  and  according  to  Provo’s  chief  of  police,  will 
be  expanding  their  use  of  them. 

Chief  Swen  Nielsen  said  the  radios  are  presently 
being  used  to  see  if  they  are  beneficial  and  if  their  use 
should  be  increased.  He  said  the  system  is  working 
well  and,  “we  will  probably  be  expanding  our  use  of 
CBs;  in  the  future.” 

Nielsen  said  CB  radios  really  have  a  non-police 
emphasis,  but  sometimes  they  can  be  helpful.  He  said 
this  was  apparent  in  the  recent  Teton  Dam  disaster  in 
Idaho.  One  of  the  biggest  problems  they  had  was  with 
communication.  Proper  use  of  CBs,  can  help  alleviate 
similar  problems,  he  said.  After  studying  different 
uses  and  reports  on  CBs,  he  has  “come  to  the 
conclusion  it’s  a  pretty  good  resource.” 

Since  the  first  of  the  year  the  police  department 
has  been  monitoring  channel  9,  the  CB  emergency 
channel.  Nielsen  said  they  receive  three  to  five  calls  a 
day  on  the  channel,  and  almost  all  of  them  had  some 
legitimacy. 

Officers  on  patrol  do  not  answer  CB  requests 
directly  Nielsen  said,  but  they  can  hear  them,  and 
when  the  dispatcher  makes  it  an  official  call,  they 
have  a  way  of  communicating  with  the  person  making 
the  call.  He  said  this  often  helps  the  officer  obtain 


additional  information  or  be  directed  to  the  scene. 

Another  advantage  of  having  CB  radios  available  to 
officers,  Nielsen  said,  is  in  the  event  of  a  disaster. 

People  with  CB  radios  could  be  told  to  meet  at  a 
specific  place,  and  from  there  go  to  where  they  were  ’ 
needed.  A  problem  with  that  he  said,  was  how  could 
officers  communicate  with  the  CBers,  and  coordinate 
activities.  It  was  decided  it  would  be  good  to  assign 
CBs  in  each  patrol  car.  Officers  could  then  use 
different  channels  and  communicate  with  different 
groups  of  CB  users. 

Another  way  CB  radios  could  be  used  to  the 
advantage  of  the  police  department  would  be  in 
looking  for  stolen  cars,  suspects,  etc.  Nielsen  said 
there  are  at  least  a  couple  of  hundred  CBers  in  the 
area,  and  that  would  mean  a  lot  more  people  than 
just  patrolmen  looking  for  these  things. 

The  Missouri  Highway  Patrol  started  putting  CB 
radios  in  each  car  two  years  ago  Nielsen  said.  The 
Provo  Police  Department  examined  the  Missouri 
program  after  deciding  to  try  it  here. 

Nielsen  said  Provo  has  had  no  problems  with  abuse 
of  the  system,  and  in  Missouri  only  14  per  cent  of  the 
calls  could  not  be  substantiated.  He  said  these  calls 
were  not  necessarily  abuses. 

The  Missouri  program  helped  solve  many  murder, 
kidnapping  and  rape  cases,  and  made  literally 
thousands  of  arrests  possible,  he  said. 
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Three  Americans  receive 
Nobel  prizes 

STOCKHOLM,  Sweden  - 
Economist  Milton  Friedman  and  two 
American  medical  researchers  were 
awarded  Nobel  Prizes  on  Thursday, 
giving  the  United  States  a  clean  sweep 
on  the  first  day  of  the  1976  awards. 

The  Royal  Caroline  Institute  gave 
the  medicine  prize  to  Dr.  Baruch  S. 
Blumberg  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  Medical  School  and  Dr. 
D.  Carleton  Gajdusek  of  the  National 
Institute  for  Neurological  Diseases  at 
Bethesda,  Md.,  “for  their  discoveries 
concerning  new  mechanisms  for  the 
origin  and  dissemination  of  infectuous 
disease.” 

China's  leader  holds 
top-level  meeting 

TOKYO  -  Hua  Kuo-feng  was 
believed  to  be  consolidating  his 
position  as  China’s  top  leader  at  a 
high-level  meeting  in  Peking  on 
Thursday,  but  the  government 
maintained  its  official  silence  on  the 
reported  turmoil  in  the  Chinese 
hierarchy. 

Scores  of  limousines  were  seen 
outside  Peking’s  Great  Hall  of  the 
People  on  Wednesday  night,  Japan’s 
Kyodo  news  agency  feported.  In 
Taijei,  a  Nationalist  Chinese  analyst 
said  members  of  the  Communist  party 
Central  Committee  had  begun 
gathering  in  Peking  on  Tuesday. 

Soviets  launch  two  more 
cosmonauts 

MOSCOW  -  The  Soviet  Union 
launched  a  Soyuz  spacecraft  into  orbit 
Thursday  with  two  cosmonauts 
aboard,  Tass  reported. 

Soyuz  23,  launched  three  weeks 
after  the  successful  return  of  another 
manned  craft,  was  carrying  pilot 


Vyacheslav  Zudov  and  flight  engineer 
Valery  Rozhdestvensky,  the  official 
news  agency  said. 

English  actress  dies  after 
60  -  year  career 

LONDON  —  Dame  Edith  Evans,  the 
English  actress  whose  career  spanned 
more  than  six  decades  on  the  stage  and 
screen,  died  at  her  country  home  after 
a  short  illness,  her  lawyers  announced. 
She  was  88. 

Antiwar  activist  faces 
second  trail 

BOSTON  -  Her  month-long  murder 
and  armed  robbery  trial  ended  by  a 
hung  jury,  antiwar  activist  l^^san  E.

-  More 
than  1,000  workers  have  been 
furloughed  at  two  western 
Pennsylvania  electronics  plants  shut 
down  because  of  a  mysterious  illness. 
A  union  official  says  further  contracts 
should  protect  workers  laid  off 
because  of  such  hazards. 

The  other  electronics  plants,  one  in 
Ohio  and  one  in  Oregon,  have  reported 
cases  of  employers  complaining  of 
unexplained  dizziness  and  stomach 
pains.  They  are  a  Litton  Industries 
electronics  plant  in  Grants  Pass.,  Ore., 
and  the  Robertshaw  Controls  Co. 
electronics  factory  in  Columbus,  Ohio.

Army  cadets' 
fitness  tested 


For  some  people,  “P.T.”  stands  for  pubUc 
telephone  or  patrol  torpedo  boats,  but  for  the  Army 
ROTC  it’s  physical  training  . .  .  and  it’s  tough. 

Over  200  BYU  Army  ROTC  cadets  submitted  their 
muscles  and  minds  to  a  difficult  physical  fitness  test 
this  fall,  according  to  Major  Ernest  F.  Boyer,  assistant 
professor  of  military  science. 

The  test  is  a  nation-wide  exam  that  is  administered 
annually  to  check  the  physical  fitness  of  the  whole 


Italian  poet 
celebrated  anyway  at 
some  Italian  universities 
and  in  his  native  Liguria. 
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‘We  administer  this  test  at  BYU  for  two  reasons;  1) 
to  check  the  physical  fitness  of  the  individual  cadets, 
and  2)  to  train  them  as  to  the  composition  of  the 
tests  so  that  they  can  administer  the  same  to  others,” 
said  Boyer. 

The  test  administered  at  BYU  is  divided  into  five 
segments.  Cadets  compete  with  themselves  in  an 
inverted  crawl  race,  bent  leg  sit-ups,  crossing  the 
rungs  of  an  elevated  horizontal  ladder,  a  run,  dodge 
and  jump  race  and  a  two-mile  run. 

Each  segment  of  the  test  is  worth  100  points,  said 
Boyer.  The  cadets  strive  for  a  perfect  score  of  500. 
‘‘If  a  cadet  reaches  the  total  500  points,  he  has 
‘maxed’  the  test.” 

“Maxing”  the  test  is  very  difficult,  said  Boyer,  and 
few  cadets  ever  do  it.  More  than  1,100  cadets  from  all 
part  of  the  nation  took  the  physical  fitness  test  this 
summer  at  Fort  Lewis,  Wash.  Six  reached  the  perfect 
score  of  500  points.  Two  of  the  six  were  BYU 
students  —  Ken  Golightly  from  San  Antonio,  Texas, 
and  John  Nebeker  from  Eugene,  Ore. 

“Cadets  need  to  attain  a  certain  academic  and 
physical  level  to  enter  into  specialized  Army  schools- 
after  graduation.  They  must  obtain  a  minimum  of 
300  points,  of  the  500  to  pass.  This  is  a  minimum. 
The  desired  physical  fitness  level  is  near  the 
maximum  500  points.  Most  cadets  get  near  400,”  said 
Boyer. 

“If  a  freshman  or  sophomore  doesn’t  pass  the  test, 
he  has  time  to  improve  his  score  before  it  is 
submitted  to  the  Army.  He  needs  to  pass  the  test 
before  he  can  enter  advance  camp,”  he  said. 

To  reach  the  level  of  perfection,  a  cadet  must  be 
able  to  do  54  bent  leg  sit-ups  in  60  seconds.  Crawl  in 
an  inverted  position  on  hands  and  feet  for  40  yards  in 
14.5  seconds,  grasp  the  83  rungs  of  an  elevated 
horizontal  ladder  in  60  seconds  (  the  rungs  are  not 
stationary,  but  spin  under  the  pressure  of  hands),  run 
through  gates  and  jump  a  five-foot  trench  in  19.5 
seconds.  After  completing  these  four  exercises,  most 
cadets  are  exhausted,  said  Boyer. 

However,  the  final  test  is  a  two-mile  run  in  combat 
boots,  he  said.  To  max  this  test,  the  cadet  must  be 
able  to  run  it  in  less  than  14:09  minutes. 

“To  run  the  two-mile  test  after  the  other  very 
strenuous  exercises  requires  good  breath  coordination 
and  strength.  A  time  of  14:09  is  good  time,  even  if 
they  hadn’t  previously  exercised,”  added  Boyer.

Yellowstone  Park  visitors 
break  attendance  records 

YELLOWSTONE  NATIONAL  PARK,  Wyo.  (AP)  - 
Travel  to  Yellowstone  National  Park  has  broken  all 
previous  records  with  three  months  still  left  in  the 
travel  year,  park  Supt.  John  Townsley  said  Tuesday. 

Townsley  said  as  of  Sept.  30  2,399,960  persons 
entered  the  park,  compared  with  the  previous  record 
set  in  1970  of  2,397,290. 

The  number  of  people  traveling  into  the  park  at  the 
east  entrance  rose  16.9  per  cent  over  last  year,  the 
northeast  entrance  had  a  15.2  per  cent  increase,  and 
the  south  entrance  had  a  13.7  per  cent  increase.

As  the  United  States  commemorates  its  strug¬ 
gle  for  independence  this  year,  it  will  also  be 
experiencing  a  new  struggle  for  the  presidency 
that  may  culminate  in  a  major  reorganization  of 
its  political  two-party  system. 

In  the  event  that  the  Republican  Party— 
which  now  holds  the  allegiance  of  only  one  out 
of  every  five  voters— should  lose  the  presidency 
in  November,  it  must  face  the  likelihood  of 
either  being  swallowed  up  in  the  formation  of  a 
new  conservative  coalition,  or  remaining  a  weak 
minority  party  with  a  dubious  future  at  best. 
If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Republicans  can  hold 
the  presidency  and  pick  up  strength  in  the 
House  and  Senate,  four  more  years  might  then 
be  used  to  build  a  conservative  majority. 

Should  the  Democratic  Party  sweep  into  the 
White  House,  it  may  well  stitch  together  the 
Roosevelt  coalition  of  the  1930's,  40's,  and  early 
50's— a  solid  south  combined  with  major  strength 
in  the  big  northern  and  midwestern  states.  This 
coalition  could  dominate  American  politics  for 
the  next  20  years. 

Is  this  something  you  should  concern  your¬ 
selves  with  this  November?  In  the  words  of 
Plutarch,  "All  your  life  ....  is  the  time  for 
politics  .  ."

Law  school  forum 


McKay  fields  questions 


Congressman  Gunn  McKay  fielded 
questions  dealing  with  the  Appropriations 
Committee,  budget,  Humphrey-Hawkinsi  bill 
and  Jimmy  Carter’s  health  program  in  an  open 
forum  at  BYU  Law  School  Thursday. 

The  open  forum  was  sponsored  by  one  of 
the  law  school  fraternities,  Delta  Theta  Phi, 
according  to  Carl  S.  Hawkins,  acting  dean  of 
the  law  school. 

The  importance  of  the  Appropriations 
Committee,  of  which  McKay  is  a  member, 
cannot  be  over-emphasized,  said  McKay. 
McKay  pointed  out  that  during  Truman’s 
administration,  there  was  a  study  that 
predicted  the  U.S.  oil  reserve  would  be  gone 
by  1972.  The  study  went  unheeded  although 


the  Appropriations  Committee  emphasized  its 
importance  to  the  nation’s  oil  concerns,  he 
said.  It  wasn’t  until  the  oil  embargo  of  1974 
that  the  oil,  concerns  came  to  the  committee 
to  get  money  to  increase  oil  production  in  the 
U.S.,  he  stated. 

“A  democracy  has  a  terrible  time  of  moving 
except  in  the  time  of  a  crisis,”  said  McKay. 

McKay  was  asked  several  questions  about 
the  nation’s  budget.  Congress  passed  a  Budget 
Control  Act  this  year,  McKay  said,  designed 
to  bring  all  budgets  together  with  predicted 
target  ceilings  before  the  federal  budget  is 
decided  on.  Because  of  this  act,  the  budget 
was  cut  by  $20  billion  this  year  but  there  was 
still  a  $50  billion  deficit.  McKay  said  he  felt 
the  budget  could  be  balanced  in  three  years  if 
present  cuts  and  procedures  are  maintained. 

When  asked  how  important  a  balanced 
budget  was,  McKay  said,  “I  think  it’s  very 


irnportant.  It’s  just  as  important  in  the 
government’s  life  as  your  life.” 

Whether  or  not  Gov.  Carter’s  plan  for  a 
balanced  budget  would  work  remains  to  be 
seen,  he  said,  and  added,  “I  don’t  know  if  I 
believe  Jerry  Ford’s  figures  or  not.” 


McKay  said  he  supported  the  methods 
proposed  in  the  Humphrey-Hawkins  bill.  “In 
my  opinion,  it’s  better  to  have  a  guy  sweeping 
streets  than  to  hand  him  a  check  for  doing  no 
work,”  he  said. 


One:  of  the  students  asked  McKay  if  Gov. 
Carter’s  proposals  for  a  nationwide  health 
plan  would  lead  to  socialism.  “I  don’t  know  if 
you  can  take  Jerry  Ford’s  or  Jimmy  Carter’s 
plan  for  health.  They  both  lead  to  socialism,” 
McKay  said. 

McKay  said  he  does  not  favor  socialized 
medicine.

Several  news  items  are 
also  being  released  in 
connection  with  the 
week,  for  example, 
various  studies  show  that 
the  newspaper  industry 
in  the  United  States  is  on 
the  increase,  not 
declining. 


Newsprint  usage  in  the 
United  States  was  up  3.8 
percent  over  last  year, 
according  to  a  report  in 
the  October  9  issue  of 
Editor  &  Publisher. 


Other  industry  studies 
reported  in  the  magazine 
show  that  there  has  been 
an  almost  constant 
number  of  daily  papers 
in  the  U.S.  from  1946  to 
1976,  that  newspapers 
have  a  lower  failure  rate 
than  other  U.S. 
industries,  that  the 
number  of  failing  dailies 
and  the  number  of  new 
dailies  is  approximately 
equal  and  that  growth  of 
sales  by  surviving  papers 
increased  during  the  past 
decade  even  though  lost 
circulation  from  failed 
papers  greatly  exceeded 
circulation  gained  from 
new  ones.  The  net  result 
was  a  five  percent  gain  in 
circulation.

Expedition  pair  fops  Everest, 
wonders  why  all  that  struggle

EVEREST  BASE  CAMP,  Nepal  (AP)  - 
When  Bob  Cormack  finally  got  to  the 
summit  of  Mt.  Everest,  he  looked  around 
to  the  edge  of  the  world  while  hurricane 
winds  howled  and  said  to  himself;  “I  better 
get  the  hell  out  of  here.” 

Something  similar  passed  through  the 
mind  of  Chris  Chandler  as  he,  too,  skirted 
10,000-foot  drops  and  reached  the  top  last 
Friday. 

“The  winds  were  over  100  miles  per  hour 
and  we  could  hardly  stand  up.  It  was  late 
in  the  afternoon.  I  asked  myself  what  am  I 
doing  here,”  Chandler  said. 

Mayor  fails  fo  pay 
his  own  water  bill 

KANSAS  CITY,  Mo.  (AP)  -  The  city  water 
department  shut  off  the  water  to  Mayor  Charles 
Wheeler’s  home  this  week  because  he  failed  to  pay  his 
bill.  Water  department  officials  say  they’re 
embarrassed,  but  the  mayor  says  he  learned  a  lesson. 

A  water  department  spokesman  said  Tuesday  that 
Wheeler’s  $66.76  bill  was  more  than  30  days  past 
due,  so  a  worker  turned  his  water  off. 

“We  had  a  shut-off  notice.  We  sent  a  man  out  to 
turn  the  water  off,  and  then  we  got  this  call  from  the 
mayor’s  office,”  said  Roy  Jackson,  deputy  water 
director. 

As  soon  as  he  learned  of  it,  the  boss’  water  was 
turned  back  on. 

Wheeler’s  reaction  was  different.  “Wasn’t  that 
grand?”  he  said. 


Chandler,  28,  of  Seattle,  Wash.,  and 
Cormack,  30,  of  Boulder,  Colo.,  said  they 
were  too  concerned  with  survival  to  spend 
much  time  of  the  summit  savoring  the 
triumph  of  the  U.S.  Bicentennial  Everest 
Expedition. 

“It  was  a  crumby  day  to  climb  Everest,” 
Cormack  said.  The  wind  was  so  strong,  he 
said,  that  on  the  way  up  he  had  to  squat 
down  for  a  few  minutes  every  10  steps. 

The  two  men,  roped  about  100  feet 
apart,  were  helped  up  the  steep  Hillary 
Step  just  below  the  summit  by  a  fixed  rope 
they  found  left  over  from  another 
expedition.  “If  either  of  us  had  made 
a  mistake  it  would  have  been  all  over 
because  there  were  10,000-foot  drops  on 
either  side,”  said  Chandler. 

Exhausted  and  cold,  the  two  nevertheless 
spent  half  an  hour  on  the  summit  at 
29,028  feet  taking  pictures  and  gazing 


down  into  the  clouds  over  Nep-Tabet. 

“Here  I  am  on  the  summit  of  Everest,” 
Cormack  remembered  thinking.  “I  could 
hardly  believe  it.” 

The  two  set  out  from  Camp  6  at  an 
elevation  of  27,450  feet  with  Sherpa  Ang 
Phurba  at  about  7:30  on  Friday  morning. 

Within  an  hour  Ang  Phurba  was  forced 
to  turn  back  because  of  a  frozen  oxygen 
regulator. 

“It  was  so  late  by  then,  that  I  thought  it 
was  hardly  worth  the  effort  to  try  for  the 
summit,”  said  Cormack. 

But  when  the  two  reached  the  south 
summit,  just  278  feet  short  of  the  top,  at 
about  1  o’clock,  Cormack  though,  “Wow, 
we’re  going  to  make  it.” 

They  had  not  anticipated,  however,  the 
debilitating  effects  of  working  at  that 
altitude,  even  with  oxygen.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The  trick,  it  seems,  is 
exercise.  Eating  right.  And,  for  one  of  the  candidates, 
three  cigars  a  day. 

Week  in  and  week  out,  Jimmy  Carter,  Bob  Dole 
and  Walter  Mondale  criss-cross  this  country, 
hop-scotching  from  city  to  city,  talking,  shaking 
hands,  trying  to  remember  names,  faces,  answering 
questions,  making  speeches,  early,  late,  campaigning 
almost  constantly. 

Gerald  Ford,  as  President,  spends  more  time  at 
home.  But  in  recent  weeks,  he  has  been  traveling,  too. 
Down  the  Mississippi  on  the  steamboat.  Across  the 
South  by  car.  To  California  and  the  Southwest.  And 
on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  to  New  York  and  New 
Jersey. 

How  do  they  keep  it  up?  How  do  they  stay  healthy 
in  spite  of  it  all? 

No  uppers,  or  downers,  say  aides  of  all  four 
candidates.  Mondale  takes  daily  medication  for 
hypertension,  like  23  million  other  Americans:  with 
high  blood  pressure.  Otherwise,  none  of  the  four 
takes  as  much  as  a  vitamin  tablet  to  keep  going,  the 
aides  say. 

It  doesn’t  always  work. 

Republican  vice  presidential  candidate  Dole  caught 
a  cold  last  week.  But  aides  blamed  it  on  his  schedule, 
which  begins  at  dawn  and  ends  at  nearly  midnight, 
day  after  day.  Former  Texas  Gov.  John  Connally 


reportedly  warned  him  a  couple  of  weeks  ago  that  he 
was  ruining  his  health  with  his  frantic  schedule. 

Dole  stayed  home  and  nursed  the  cold.  He  ventured 
out  to  a  Repubhcan  fund-raising  affair  Tuesday  night 
in  Tennessee,  then  came  back  home  to  prepare  for 
the  vice  presidential  debate  Friday  in  Houston,  Tex. 
But  there’ll  be  no  slow-down  in  Dole’s  schedule. 
From  Houston,  he  tours  the  Midwest  and  then  the 
Pacific  Northwest. 

Larry  Speakes,  his  press  secretary,  says  Dole  takes 
frequent  catnaps  to  overcome  exhaustion,  but  gets 
little  opportunity  for  exercise.  Reporters  and  staff 
members  have  noted  that  at  the  end  of  a  long  day  he 
gets  testy,  bhnks  a  lot  and  occasionally  muffs  his 
lines. 

Dr.  Freeman  H.  Cary,  the  congressional  physician, 
gave  the  Kansas  senator  a  checkup  on  Sept.  21  and 
pronounced  him  in  excellent  health  for  a  person  his 
age  and  considering  his  war  injuries.  Dole  is  53.  He 
was  wounded  in  World  War  11,  losing  one  kidney,  the 
use  of  his  right  arm  and  hand  and  the  partial  use  of  his 
left  hand. 

Ford  and  Carter,  the  Republican  and  Democratic 
presidential  candidates,  exercised  regularly.  Mondale, 
the  Democratic  vice  presidential  candidate,  plays 
tennis  whenever  he  gets  a  chance.  All  try  to  schedule 
a  good  night’s  rest  and  eat  regularly  to  keep  the 
campaign  pace  from  wearing  down  their  resistance. 


Carter  aides  say  his  routine  is  better  for  his  health 
now  than  it  was  during  the  primaries,  when  he  ate  on 
the  run  and  often  skipped  meals  altogether.  During 
the  primary  campaign.  Carter  occasionally  got 
through  the  day  with  a  quick  sandwich  in  his  car. 

Now  he  travels  by  charter  aircraft,  and  Greg 
"Schnieders,  his  administrative  assistant,  says  “It’s 
easier  to  eat  meals  in  a  fairly  relaxed  setting.” 

“He’s  very  careful  about  the  way  he  eats,”  says 
Schnieders.  “He  hasn’t  gained  or  lost  two  pounds  the 
whole  time  —  unUke  some  of  the  rest  of  us.” 

In  recent  weeks.  Carter’s  aides  have  cut  back  on 
his  schedule.  “We  are  keeping  the  pace  of  the 
schedule  within  definite  limits  to  avoid  exhaustion, 
Schnieders  said.  The  goal  is  to  give  Carter  six  or  seven 
hours  of  sleep  a  night. 

Because  he  hasn’t  stepped  up  his  travels  until 
recently.  Ford  has  not  been  under  the  same  pressure. 
Most  of  his  campaign  trips  have  been  on  weekends  or 
have  been  short  visits  during  the  week. 

While  he’s  in  Washington,  however^  Ford  swims  22 
laps  —  about  a  quarter  mile  —  in  the  White  House 
pool.  When  he’s  campaigning,  he  often  manages  to 
take  a  swim  in  a  borrowed  pool. 

In  addition,  the  President  exercises  every  morning 
and  does  special  daily  exercises  to  strengthen  his 
knees,  both  of  which  required  surgery  after  cartilages 
were  injured  in  football  and  skiing.

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Recovery  begins 
for  Chile  economy

SANTIAGO,  ChUe  (AP)  -  Many  of 
the  severe  economic  problems  that 
have  preoccupied  Chile’s  mihtary 
government  are  on  the  wane, 
according  to  the  latest  official 
statistics. 

They  show  that  three-digit  inflation 
and  double-digit  unemployment  rates 
are  going  down. 

The  statistics  also  show  that 
depressed  industrial  activity 
apparently  is  reviving  and  a 
troublesome  trade  deficit  is  gone. 
While  foreign  investment  has  been 
slow  in  coming,  loans  from  abroad  are 
now  abundant. 

“Our  economic  reactivation  has 
begun,’’  said  President  Augusto 
Pinochet  in  a  review  of  his  right-wing 
regime’s  three  years  in  power. 

“The  central  problems  of  the 
economy  have  been  overcome,”  said, 
the  chairman  of  the  government’s* 
central  bank. 

Independent  experts  do  not  speak 
with  such  high  optimism,  but  they 
agree  that  the  signs  are  good. 

“I  am  still  very  cautious,  but  I  think 
we  have  arrived  at  a  point  where  a 
certain  reactivation  can  be  noted,”  a 


foreign  banker  in  Santiago  said. 
Economists  expressed  similar 
outlooks,  stressing  that  there  still  are 
major  obstacles  to  Chilean  economic 
recovery. 

A  major  element  in  the 
government’s  plans  for  recovery  is 
foreign  investment.  But  economic 
sources  say  risk  capital  has  trickled  in 
at  disappointingly  low  rates. 

They  say  periodic  dips  in  world 
prices  of  copper,  Chile’s  chief  export, 
and  other  minerals  may  have 
discouraged  foreign  investment  in 
Chilean  mining  and  refining.  Other 
potential  investors  are  said  to  have 
shied  away  because  of  international 
concern  over  human  rights  under 
Pinochet’s  regime. 

“A  Chilean  economy  on  the  rise, 
rather  than  on  the  decline  as  in  late 
1974  and  1975,  should  spur  greater 
investor  interest,”  said  a  U.S.  State 
Department  report  on  the  Chilean 
economy.  But  the  report  added: 
“Potential  investor  firms  will  still  be 
concerned  about  the  political  situation 
and  particularly  about  the  effect  that 
an  investment  in  Chile  may  have  on 
their  own  image. 
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in  Salt  Lake 


SALT  LAKE  CITY 
(AP)  -  Jimmy  Carter’s 
oldest  son  said  Thursday 
that  many  Americans 
“are  in  a  holding 
pattern”  about  the 
presidential  race  but  the 
economy  will  be  the 
pivotal  issue. 

Speaking  at  a  news 
conference  at  the 
University  of  '  Utah 
Hinckley’s  Institute  of 
Politics,  Jack  Carter,  29, 
said  many  voters  are 
“kind  of  caught  right 
now.” 

The  son  said  some 
voters  are  a  little  bit 
afraid  of  his  father 
“because  they  don’t 
know  him.  He  came  from 
nowhere  and  there’s  no 
contextual  way  to 
evaluate  him.” 

He  said,  however,  that 
his  father’s  campaign  will 
continue  to  focus  on 
allowing  people  to  get  to 
know  him. 


A  new  computer-assisted  legal 
research  system  is  now  operating  in  the 
Law  School  Library,  JRCB. 

The  new  system,  called  Lexis,  was 
installed  last  week  and  contains  the  full 
text  of  a  million  cases,  according  to 
Gerry  Rovellsky,  research  assistant  in 
the  law  library. 

Plans  for  instalhng  Lexis  began  last 
year,  said  Rovellsky. 

Several  law  students  have  been 
trained  on  the  Lfexis  this  week  and 
soon  all  of  the  law  students  will  be  able 
to  facilitate  their  studies  with  the 
system,  said  Rovellsky 

Lexis  is  a  product  of  Mead  Data 
Central  of  New  York,  said  Rovellsky.  It 
was  developed  by  American  lawyers 
and  took  four  years  to  develop. 

BYU’s  law  school  is  the  first  law 
school  west  of  Texas  and  Kansas  to 
install  the  system.  Three  west  coast 
colleges,  Stanford,  Hastings  and  Davis, 
wOl  be  getting  the  Lexis  in  the  next 
few  months,  said  Rovellsky. 

By  the  end  of  December,  there  will 
be  in  excess  of  30  Lexis  systems 
installed  in  law  schools  across  the 
country,  said  Robert  Brinton,  one  of 
four  vice-presidents  of  Mead.  Hundreds 
of  law  firms  and  thousands  of  lawyers 
have,  been  trained  in  the  use  of  the 
Lexis,  he  said. 

“In  addition  ,  terminals  are  installed 
in  federal  and  state  courts,  in  federal 


government  agencies  and  in  corporate 
legal  offices,”  said  Brinton. 

The  Lexis  system  has  several  features 
to  assist  in  legal  research.  It  is  not  a 
computerized  index  or  digest,  but 
permits  research  in  the  full  text  of 
cases  and  other  legal.authority.  Lexis  is 
updated  when  decisions  are  handed 
down,  said  Brinton,  not  after 
headnotes  and  key  numbers  have  been 
added.  Lexis  has  been  tested  in  real-life 
situations  for  seven  years,  he  said. 

The  Lexis  system  includes  a  general 
federal  library  containing  the  U.S. 
Code  and  decisions  of  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court,  Court  of  Appeals  and 
district  courts;  specialized  federal 
libraries  in  the  areas  of  tax,  securities 
and  trade  regulation;  and  the  state 
libraries  of  California,  Illinois,  Kansas, 
Missouri,  New  York,  Ohio, 
Pennsylvania  and  Texas  law.  Others  are 
being  added  soon. 

When  asked  what  advantage  the 
Lexis  system  was  over  an  index  or 
digest,  Brinton  said,  “You’re  not  at  the 
mercy  of  what  some  editor  thought  the 
case  was  about.  As  a  result,  you  can 
search  through  the  full  text  of  the  case 
itself  and  see  for  yourself  what  the 
judge  actually  said.  This  is  far  superior 
in  my  opinion,  to  reading  a  summary 
of  the,  case  prepared  by  someone  else 
who  probably  didn’t  have  my  problem 
in  mind.” 

When  operating  the  Lexis,  a 
researcher  prepares  a  short  “search 
request,”  said  Rovellsky.  The  computer

then  shows  the  researcher,  the  number 
of  documents  that  satisfy  the  criteria 
of  his  request. 

After  finding  the  list  of  related  cases, 
the  researcher  may  then  read  the  full 
text  of  each  case  or  he  may  just  look 
over  the  various  citations.  Any 
information  he  wants  printed  can  be 
typed  out  at  the  computer  terminal. 


said  Rovellsky. 

Commenting  on  the  new  Lexis 
system,  Carl  S.  Hawkins,  acting  dean  of 
the  law  school  said,  “It  has  great 
potential  for  assisting  the  faculty  in 
legal  research  and  for  training  the  law 
students  to  function  more  effectively 
as  lawyers  in  those  offices  where  Lexis 
is  available.” 


Historically  murky,  professor  says 
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Remember  when  Utah  Lake  used  to  be 
sparkling  blue  and  the  water  was  so  clear  you 
could  see  fish  swimming  in  the  bottom  of  the 
lake? 

Probably  not.  But  no  doubt  you  have  a 
father,  grandfather,  uncle  or  older  friend  who 
says  he  can  remember  it  or  knows  somebody 
who  remembers  it. 

It  may  be  just  another  fish  tale. 

According  to  a  BYU  professor,  Utah  Lake 
was  probably  never  the  clear,  blue  lake  that 
rumors  say  the  pioneers  discovered  when  they 
entered  the  valley. 

Dr.  Willis  H.  Brimhall,  professor  of  geology 
who  has  spent  five  years  studying  the 
sediments  of  the  lake,  said  he  expects  to  get 
some  flack  from  the  public  over  his  findings. 

“I’m  not  saying  the  lake  is  without 
pollution  from  humans,”  he  said.  “I’m  jiist 
saying  the  natural  history  recorded  in  the 
sediments  of  the  lake  does  not  support  the 
idea  that  the  lake  as  a  whole  has  ever  been  a 
clear,  blue,  sparkling  lake.” 

He  said  the  evidence  for  such  a  statement  is 
that  sediments  currently  formed  on  the  lake 
floor  are  little  different  from  those  which 
were  laid  down  in  the  past  centuries.  If  the 
lake  were  substantially  different  from  what  it 
is  now,  the  sediments  should  also  show 
differences  in  characteristics. 

A  second  line  of  evidence,  according  to  Dr. 
Brimhall,  is  the  geological  setting  and  history 
of  the  lake.  The  imposing  geological 
conditions,  which  largely  control  the  quality 
of  the  water,  have  operated  within  narrow 
limits  throughout  the  history  of  the  lake. 

Nature  Pollutes 

The  cause  for  the  pollution,  according  to 
Dr.  Brimhall,  is  nature  itself.  Nature,  through 
geological  processes,  has  produced  much  of 
the  degradation  of  Utah  Lake. 

“The  shallowness  of  the  lake  is  the  niajor

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  Former  White 
House  counsel  John  Dean  concluded 
while  in  prison  that  “Deep  Throat,”  the 
mysterious  informer  in  the  Washington 
Post’s  coverage  of  the  Watergate 
scandal,  was  Nixon  speechwriter  David 
Gergen,  the  New  York  Post  said 
Wednesday. 

The  Post  said  Dean  arrived  at  his 
conclusion  after  talking  with  former 
White  House  friends  and  long  personal 
deliberation.  But  the  Post  said  Dean 
declined  to  name  Gergen  as  the  figure 
in  his  just-published  book,  “Bhnd 
Ambition  -  the  White  House;  Years,” 
because  he  was  not  absolutely  sure. 

The  34-year-old  Gergen,  now 
director  of  President  Ford’s  White 
House  Office  of  Communications,  said 
“There  is  not  one  scintilla  of  evidence 
that  I  had,  or  was  in  a  position  to 
have,”  the  material  Deep  Throat  gave 
to  Washington  Post  reporter  Bob 
Woodward. 

Since  Woodward  and  fellow  reporter 
Carl  Bernstein  wrote  about  the 
cover-up  scandal,  guessing  the  identity 
of  “Deep  Throat”  has  been  a  favorite 
parlor  game  around  Washington. 

Taylor  Branch,  who  edited  Dean’s 
book,  said  Dean  thought  long  and  hard 
about  his  “Deep  Throat”  conclusion. 
Taylor  said  it  was  only  Dean’s 
penchant  for  total  accuracy  that 
prevented  the  former  White  House 
counsel  from  naming  Gergen  in  the 
book.  Post  said  that  Gergen  has 
acknowledged  he  acted  as  a  contact 
between  Woodward  and  the  White 
House  from  the  spring  of  1973  through 
the  Watergate  period,  but  he  insists 
that  during  1972,  when  the  break-in 
and  cover-up  took  place,  he  had  “zero 
contact”  with  Woodward. 
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Utah  senatorial  candidatos  Orrin 
Hatch  and  Frank  Moss  squared  off 
Thursday  in  a  debate  staged  in  the  de 
Jong  Concert  Hall. 

In  the  opening  statement  Hatch,  a 
Salt  Lake  City  attorney,  directed  his 
attack  toward  Senator  Moss  as  part  of 
the  majority  part  in  a  Congress  that 
had  allowed  the  inflation  rate  to  rise 
137  per  cent  since  1950. 

Moss,  in  his  rebuttal,  pointed  to  the 
executive  branch  as  the  source  of  the 
nation’s  economic  woes.

Hatch 
has  cited  the  enormous  federal  bud^^„, 
as  a  cause  for  our  nation’s  hi^ 
inflation  rate,  but  it  is  the  executive 
branch  which  is  responsible  for 
formulating  the  budget,”  emphasized 
Moss. 

The  debate  format  allowed  for  a 
statement  by  one  candidate  followed 
by  cross-questioning  from  tin- 
opponent.

Moss  accuses  Hatch 


Hatch  accuses  Democrats 


Hatch's  opening  statement  accused 
the  Democratic  Party  candidate  of 
supporting  a  platform  that  urged 
“increased  spending  in  everything 
except  defense.” 

“The  democratic  national  platform 
also  supports  a  mandatory  health 
insurance  program  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  $80  billion,  and  who  is  going  to  pay 
for  it,’’  said  Hatch  “You  the 
taxpayer.” 

“(letting  people  back  tp  work  is  the 
way  to  cure  the  nation’s  economic 
ailments,”  said  Moss. 

“My  position  on  the  budget 
committee  will  help  me  to  do  this 
effectively,”  added  Moss. 

Hatch  pointed  to  Moss’s 
commitment  ,  to  the  labor  unions 
because  of  large  campaign 
contributions  and  said  this  is  one 


“My  opponent  doesn’t  realize  that 
the  relationship  between  the  federal 
budget  and  the  dross  National  Product 
(GNP),”  said  Moss. 

“When  I  began  in  the  Senate  in  1958 
the  federal  budget  made  up  20  per 
cent  of  the  GNP  and. in  1968,  when  a 
Republican  administration  entered  the 
White  House,  the  percentage  was  the 
same,  explained  Moss.  This  year  the 
federal  budget  is  22.5  per  cent  because 
of  current  recession.”

“Besides  the  largest  oil  company  in 
the  world,  Exxon  corporation,  only 
has  eight  per  cent  of  the  market, 
hardly  a  monopoly,”  stressed  Hatch, 

Moss  pointed  to  his  recent  seriate 
filibuster  with  Utah  Senator  Jake  Gam 
as  a  demonstration  of  his  stand  on 
energy. 

“We  need  to  develop  our  energy 
resources  in  Utah  like,  coal,  oil  shale 
and  tar  sands;  this  will  also  help 
unemployment,”  offered  Moss. 
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Libertarian  candidate 
predicts  OOP's  death 


The  Libertarian  Party  is  laying  a 
foundation  for  the  eventual 
replacement  of  the  Republican  Parly, 
according  to  the  party’s  presidential 
candidate. 

In  an  interview  Thursday,  Roger  L. 
MacBride;  Libertarian  candidate  for 
President,  said  he  sees  the  Libertarians 
replacing  the  Republican  party 
eventually. 

The  general  thrust  of  the  party  is 
man’s  basic  right  to  freedom  of  choice 
regarding  his  own  life,  morality  and 
action  as  long  as  it  does  not  interfere 
with  another’s  rights,  MacBride  said. 

He  said  that  while  he  would  not 
advocate  the  abolishment  of  the 
Constitution  he  would  “strip  away 
what’s  been  done  over  the  last  70 
years”  and  would  work  to  update  the 
Constitution.  If  the  founders  of  the 
Constitution  were  alive  today,  he  said, 
they  would  admit  they  had  made  some 
mistakes  such  as  allowing  government 
the  power  to  coin  money. 

MacBride  also  discussed  the  party’s 
beliefs  that  abortion,  hard  drugs  and 
consentive  sexual  behavior  for  adults 
should  be  legalized  and  national 
agencies  such  as  the  FAA,  CAB  and 
FCC  abolished. 

“I  do  not  believe  that  moraUty 
should  be  legislated,”  said  MacBride. 
He  explained  that  while  he  was  neither 
for  or  against  abortion,  he  personally 
felt  it  was  a  moral  decision  to  be  made 
by  the  mother. 


In  answer  to  a  question  from 
students  during  a  speech  on  campus 
later  in  the  afternoon  MacBride  said, 
“Hard  drugs  ought  to  be 
de-criminalized  in  this  country,”  saying 
that  the  great  problem  of  drug  abuse 
and  addiction  came  after  the  drugs 
were  made  illegal. 

He  also  opposes  the  restriction  or 
censorship  of  pornographic  materials 
and  enforcing  moral  decisions  for 
sexual  practices  on  others. 

MacBride  called  Title  IX  “absurd” 
and  said  that  while  it  could  be  used  to 
insure  equal  treatment  of  men  and 
women,  it  “should  not  force  them  to 
conduct  themselves  in  ways  they  would 
not  voluntarily  choose.” 

He  said  the  United  States  should  end 
all  involvement  in  foreign  affairs  and 
function  on  a  premise  of  friendliness 
and  openness,  being  free  to  trade  with 
all  countries,  whether  Communist  or 
not. 

MacBride  said  the  national  defense 
budget  should  be  cut  to  make  it  strictly 
a  means  of  deterring  attack,  not  of 
encouraging  war. 

He  felt  the  repercussions  from  such 
actions  would  be  slight  because 
“Communism  is  falling  apart  and  the 
Soviets  no  longer  pose  any  severe 
threat  to  any  countries  of  the  world, 
other  than  those  currently  within  their 
sphere.” 

MacBride  called  the  current  Social 
Security  system  a  “fraud  for  the 
elderly  and  a  rip-off  for  the  young.”

Tumors  shrink  from  heat, 
says  surgical  professor

CHICAGO  (AP)  -  Cancerous  tumors  shrank  in  14 
of  20  advanced  cancer  patients  who  had  their  bodies 
heated  to  108  degrees  in  a  special  treatment  and  a 
researcher  says  he  is  “very  excited  with  the  results.” 

A  paper  on  the  treatment  was  presented  at  the 
clinical  congress  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons, 
which  ends  Friday,  by  Dr.  James  M.  Larkin,  professor 
of  surgery  at  the  University  of  New  Mexico  School  of 
Medicine  and  the  Veterans  Administration  Hospital, 
Albuquerque. 

Larkin  and  his  colleagues,  Drs.  W.  Sterling  Edwards 
and  Daniel  E.  Smith,  anesthetized  the  patients,  then 
heated  their  bodies  to  about  108  degrees  with  tubes 
of  heated  gas  to  the  lungs  and  a  heated  water  blanket 
wrapped  around  them. 

Larkin  told  a  news  conference  Wednesday  that  14 
of  the  patients  had  shrinkage  or  disappearance  of  the 
tumors.  In  addition,  he  said,  the  quality  of  remaining 
life  for  many  was  improved  because  they  had  less 
pain,  regained  their  appetites  and  gained  weight 
following  the  treatment. 

“We  are  very  excited  with  the  results  of  treating 
cancer  patients  with  heat  therapy,”  he  said. 

Similar  results  were  reported  earlier  this  year  in 
another  21  patients  treated  at  the  VA  Hospital  in 
Brooklyn,  N.Y.,  by  Dr.  Harry  Leveen,  who  used 
radio-frequency  radiation  to  heat  tumors.  Heat  also  is 


being  studied  as  a  possible  cancer  treatment  in 
Edinburgh,  Scotland,  and  Newcastle,  England. 

In  the  New  Mexico  study,  heat  was  used  in 
conjunction  with  other  types  of  treatment,  such  as 
chemotherapy. 

Larkin  said  researchers  do  not  yet  know  the 
mechanism  by  which  heat  works  to  help  treat  cancer. 
It  is  possible,  he  said,  that  the  heat  makes  it  easier  for 
drugs  to  pentrate  cancer  cells  or  that  it  may  stimulate 
the  body’s  immune  response  to  fight  cancer. 

He  also  said  that  it  is  not  yet  known  which  cancers 
are  most  amenable  to  heat  treatment.  Lung  cancer, 
skin  cancer  and  cancers  of  the  stomach,  breast  and 
kidney  were  included  in  the  study. 

So  far,  he  said,  it  cannot  be  claimed  that  the 
treatment  cured  any  of  the  patients,  although  six  are 
still  alive  11  to  22  months  following  the  treatment. 
AU  of  the  patients  were  in  poor  condition  when 
treatment  was  begun. 

Side  effects  of  the  treatment  were  minimal,  Larkin 
reported.  These  included  superficial  skin  burns, 
irregular  heart  rhythms  and  transient  Uver  problems 
in  three  patients. 

The  surgeon  said  he  and  his  colleagues  now  plan  to 
study  the  effect  of  heat,  in  conjunction  with  other 
forms  of  therapy,  in  the  treatment  of  patients  with 
less  extensive  cancer.

Church  to  explore 
archaeology  sites 


The  New  World  Archaeological 
Foundation  that  was  founded  in  1952 
is  now  under  the  administrative  control 
of  BYU. 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  has  taken  over  the 
Chiapa,  Mexico  expeditions  that  are 
governed  by  a  board  headed  by 
Howard  W.  Hunter,  according  to  Dr. 
Ray  T.  Matheny,  associate  professor  of 
archaeology  at  BYU. 

The  Chiapa  site  may  contain  the 
answers  of  how  the  pre-classic  and 
subsequent  classic  people  arose  from 
the  period  of  1500  B.C.  to  400  A.D., 
according  to  the  foundation. 

“Some  of  the  Meso  American  sites  are 
bigger  than  this  campus;  some  are 
bigger  than  Provo,”  said  Dr.  Matheny. 

There  are  approximately  125  local 
Indians  engaged  in  hand  labor  on  these 
sites  along  with  LDS  and  non-LDS 
professional  archaeologists  working  on 
the  expeditions. 

The  director  of  the  foundation  is  Dr. 
Gareth  W.  Lowe. 

The  founder  df  the  New  World 
Archaeological  Foundation  was 
Thomas  Stewart  Ferguson.  Ferguson 
organized  the  foundation  in  1952 
because  of  the  lack  of  work  being  done 
to  research  the  middle  (meso) 
American  civilizations,  which  are  the 
earliest  known  high  cultures  of  the 


New  World. 

Since  the  finding  of  the  Chiapa  site, 
there  have  been  several  historical 
findings. 

According  to  Dr.  Matheny,  evidence 
shows  that  there  were  small  fishing 
villages  as  well  as  developed  cities 
during  the  period.  Carbon  dating  of 
pottery  pieces  enable  archaeologists  to 
chronologically  categorize  the  cities. 

One  of  the  most  impressive  findings, 
according  to  Dr.  Matheny,  is  the  Kodex 
of  the  Maya  Indians.  This  screen  book 
is  one  of  the  earliest  known  examples 
of  its  kind.  The  native  book  unfolds  to 
reveal  dolor  sketchings  and  pictorial 
writings  that  have  been  extremely  well 
preserved  with  lime  encrusted  on  the 
exposed  pages. 

“Only  the  first  few  pages  have  been 
read  because  no  one  can  figure  out  how 
to  unfold  it  without  ruining  the 
inscriptions,”  said  Dr.  Matheny. 

“Also  found  has  been  the  most 
complete  ceramic  sequence  in  the  New 
World.  It  has  become  the  master 
standard  of  the  past  20  years,”  he  said. 

He  said  that  usually  only  pieces  of 
ceramic  are  found  at  excavation  sites, 
but  this  complete  sequence  is 
practically  indestructable  and  has  had 
little  erosion. 

The  Church  has  instructed  the 
foundation  to  do  scientific  research  in 
MesoAmerican  sites  of  Chiapas  and  the 
Grijalva  River  basin,  according  to  the 
foundation.

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Can  Cougars 
bounce  back?

Can  the  BYU  defense,  which  was 
battered  for  483  total  yards  by  the 
Wyoming  wishbone  offense,  stop  the 
Southern  Mississippi  veer? 

Can  fhe  BYU  rushing  attack,  which 
gained  only  5 1  yards  against  Wyoming 
and  is  averaging  93  yards  per  game, 
make  itself  felt  enough  to  take  the 
pressure  off  quarterback  Gifford 
Nielsen? 

These  questions  may  be  answered 
Saturday  as  the  Cougars  take  the  field 
at  1:30  p.m.  against  the  Golden  Eagles 
of  Southern  Mississippi. 

Last  Saturday  the  Wyoming  offense 
set  stadium  records  in  rushing  yardage 
(439),  carries  (73)  and  rushing  first 
downs  (19)  as  the  Cowboys  thumped 
BYU  34-29  in  the  Cats’  homecoming 
game. 

The  Cougars  were  down  34-7 
through  three  and  a  half  quarters,  but 
came  back  on  the  arm  of  Gifford 
Nielsen,  who  completed  24  of  42 
attempts  for  three  TDs  and  324  yards, 
to  make  the  final  score  respectable  at 
34-29. 

According  to  Asst.  Coach  Doug 
Scovil,  Southern  Mississippi  runs  a  veer 


offense  and  plays  an  Oklahoma  5-2 
defense.  Last  year  in  Jackson,  Miss., 
the  Golden  Ea^es  pounded  out  454 
total  yards  against  the  Cougars  in  a 
42-14  rout. 

Scovil  described  the  Southern  Miss 
defense  as  “very  physical,  one  of  the 
best  we’ll  face  all  year.” 

Scovil  singled  out  Golden  Eagle 
defense  end  Reggie  Odom  as  a  fine 
defensive  player.  He  said  BYU  tight 
ends  Tod  Thompson  and  Brian  Billick 
“will  have  their  hands  full  trying  to 
block  him.” 

Scovil  also  praised  linebacker 
Freeman  Horton  and  weak  safety  Terry 
Daniel  as  being  “outstanding” 
defenders. 

Southern  Miss  is  0-5  this  year,  but 
two  of  the  losses  were  to  Mississippi 
and  Alabama,  teams  that  have  been 
nationally  ranked. 

Scovil  said  Coach  LaVell  Edwards 
hadn’t  firmed  up  the  starting  hneup 
yet,  but  few  changes  are  expected. 
Weak  safety  Dana  Wilgar  is  suffering 
from  a  shoulder  injury.  If  he  is  not  able 
to  play,  cornerback  Tony  Hernandez 
will  switch  to  safety  and  Bob  Biddy 
will  take  over  the  left  cornerback  spot.

BYU  may  also  be  hampered  by  an  injury  to 
Demetrio  Cabanillas,  who  has  taken  second  in  both  of 
BYU’s  meets  this  season.

Benton  Hart  has  been  the  big  man  for  the  Cougars 
so  far  this  season.  Hart  has  led  the  Cougars  to  both 
wins  and  set  a  course  record  last  week  in  Logan. 

The  team  is  improving,  James  said,  “but  we  haven’t 
begun  to  reach  our  potential.”

Rod  feels  that  linebackers  set  the 
tempo  of  the  game  and  should  be  the 
leader  on  defense.

TV  musical  special 
final  telecast  planned 

“Leonard  Bernstein  at  Harvard”  series  ends  with 
the  telecast  of  its  sixth  program,  “The  Poetry  of 
Earth,”  on  Channel  11,  Sunday  at  4:30  p.m.  The 
musical  illustration  is  Stravinsky’s  opera-oratorio, 
“Oedipus  Rex,”  with  Tatiana  Troyanos,  Rene  Kollo, 
Tom  Krause  and  Ezio  Flagello,  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  and  Harvard  Glee  Club,  Leonard  Bernstein 
conducting. 

In  his  first  five  lectures,  Bernstein  has  discussed  and 
analyzed  the  evolution  of  music,  from  its  universal 
beginnings  to  the  critical  dissolution  of  tonality  by 
the  twentieth  century.  In  this  final  lecture,  “The 
Poetry  of  Earth,”  he  examines  the  music  of  Igor 
Stravinsky  in  contrast  to  that  of  Schoenberg,  as  an 
attempt  to  preserve  tonality  rather  than  abandon  it. 
Stravinsky,  like  T.S.  Eliot,  found  the  great  save  in 
neo  classicism. 

Bernstein  makes  reference  to  compositions  from  all 
periods  of  Stravinsky’s  work,  to  identify  and 
emphasize  the  significance  of  “objective  expression” 
for  our  time.  He  suggests  a  view  of  this  century’s 
place  in  musical  history  where  Schoenberg’s  method 
is  considered  evolutionary  rather  than  revolutionary. 

If  that  is  so,  music  has  undergone  a  qualitative 
change,  Bernstein  asserts,  but  tonality  persists  beyond 
such  changes,  undisturbed  and  permanent. 

The  program  ends  with  an  analysis  of  “Oedipus 
Rex,”  by  Bernstein  at  the  piano,  followed  by  a 
performance  of  Stravinsky’s  opera-oratorio. 

“Leonard  Bernstein  at  Harvard”  was  produced  by 
Amberson  Video  in  association  with  Unitel  and 
Robert  Saudek  Associates,  and  in  cooperation  with 
WGBH  Boston.  “The  Poetry  of  Earth”  was  directed 
by  Clark  Santee  and  William  Francisco;  Audio 
Producer  was  John  McClure.

Just  15  months  after  his  powerful 
boss  said  he’d  be  “greatly  pleased  to 
have  him  as  my  successor,”  Arthur  R. 
Taylor,  41,  abruptly  quit  his 
$480,000-a-year  job  as  president  of 
CBS  Inc. 

Industry  observers  were  surprised  by 
his  unexpected  decision  Wednesday  to 
leave  the  billion-dollar  conglomerate 
he’s  headed  since  1972.  He  disclosed 
neither  his  future  plans  nor  reasons  for 
leaving.  CBS  declined  to  say  why  he 
resigned. 

But  it  said  his  decision  is  no  way 
involved  CBS-TV’s  poor  ratings  this 
season  or  the  controversial  “family 
viewing.’  concept  for  early-evening 
shows  he  initiated  and  the  networks 
adopted  in  September  1975. 

A  knowledgeable  industry  source 
attributed  Taylor’s  departure  to  a 
personality  clash  between  the 
handsome  young  executive  and  his 
strong-willed  boss,  CBS  board  chairman 
William  S.  Paley,  75. 

Paley  went  to  great  lengths  in  July 
1975  to  rebut  an  article  in  “New 
York”  magazine  that  mentioned  “a 
strong  rumor”  that  he  and  Taylor 
“aren’t  hitting  it  off”  together. 

“Absolute  nonsense,”  Paley  said  in  a 
statement  then.  “As  I  have  said  before 
and  as  I  have  been  quoted  in  the  press, 
Arthur  Taylor  and  I  have  a  very  good 
relationship  and  I  would  be  greatly 
pleased  to  have  him  as  my  successor.” 

Paley,  declining  to  comment  on 


Taylor’s  sudden  resignation,  praised 
him  in  a  statement  Wednesday,  and 
tersely  added: 

“We  understand  and  appreciate  his 
decision  to  make  other  plans  for  his 
future.  We  wish  him  the  very  best.” 

CBS  said  Taylor,  an  investment 
banker  who  rose  to  executive  vice 
president  at  International  Paper  Co. 
before  joining  CBS,  turned  in  his 
resignation  shortly  before  a  CBS  board 
meeting  Wednesday. 

The  board  immediately  replaced  him 
with  John  D.  Backe,  44,  since  early 
1 973  president  of  CBS’  publishing 
group. 

In  another  action  Wednesday,  Paley, 
who  built  CBS  from  a  fledgling  radio 
network  to  a  broad-based  company 
expecting  to  exceed  $2  bilUon  in  sales 
this  year,  told  the  board  he’ll  step 
down  next  April  as  chief  executive 
officer. 

Paley,  in  that  post  since  1928,  said 
he’ll  remain  CBS  board  chairman, 
which  he  became  30  years  ago. 

Backe,  the  new  CBS  Inc.  president,  is 
a  native  of  Akron,  Ohio.  Like  Taylor, 
his  predecessor,  he  comes  to  his  new 
job  with  no  broadcast  background.  He 
is  a  publishing  veteran  who  previously 
was  president  of  General  Learning 
Corp.  He  now  may  become  Paley’s 
successor. 

Taylor,  holder  of  a  degree  in 
Renaissance  history  from  Brown 
University,  joined  CBS  after  his 
predecessor,  Charles  T.  Ireland  Jr.,  died 
of  a  heart  attack  after  eight  months  on 
the  job.

X  rays  not  unsafe 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  Vowing  not  to 
“abandon”  women  with  undetected 
breast  cancer,  the  president  of  the 
American  Cancer  Society  has  praised 
breast  X-rays  as  an  effective  diagnostic 
tool  that  has  not  been  proved  unsafe. 

Dr.  Benjamin  F.  Byrd,  Jr.,  a  surgeon 
from  Nashville,  Tenn.,  commented 
Wednesday  on  a  report  by  the  National 
Cancer  Institute  NCI  which  said  the 
X-rays  —  mammography  —  in  women 
aged  35  to  50  might  cause  more 
cancers  than  they  detected. 

“For  those  under  50,  and  not  in  a 
high-risk  group,  it  may  not  be  required

SEATTLE  (AP)  -  Richard  A.

“But  we  know  there  are  more  than 
245,000  American  women  today  with 
undiscovered  breast  cancer,  and  we  will 
not  abandon  them,”  he  said. 

Temporary  guidelines  adopted 
recently  by  the  society  and  NCI  suggest 
that  women  between  35  and  50 
shouldn’t  have  yearly  X-ray  exams  if 
they  have  no  symptoms,  such  as  lumps 
or  discharges,  and  no  family  history  of 
breast  cancer. 

“Some  scientists  think  the  radiation 
is  dangerous  even  in  the  itny  amounts 
used”  in  mammography,  Byrd  said,  and 
they  estimate  “that  the  radiation 
exposure  from  a  mammographic  study 
might  increase  the  risk  of  cancer  by 
one  per.  cent  20  to  30  years  from  now, 

“This  is  an  opinion;  it  is  not  an 
established  fact.” 

The  controvery  now  is  whether  “the 
case-finding,  life-saving  use  of 
mammography  today  is  overbalanced 
by  a  theoretical  increased  risk  of  one 
per  cent  in  the  future,”  he  said. 

Over  a  three-year  period,  27  breast 
cancer  detection  demonstration 
projects  set  up  by  the  society  and  NCI 
have  examined  about  275,000  women 
over  35  who  had  no  breast  cancer 
symptoms. 

“They  have  uncovered  more  than 
1,000  breast  cancers,”  most  of  them  in 
early  stages,  and  not  one  treated 
woman  has  died,  Byrd  said. 

In  Chicago,  meanwhile,  two  cancer 
specialists  said  women  have  been 
unnecessarily  frightened  by  the  NCI 
report  on  mammography. 

As  a  result,  they  said,  many  women 
are  delaying  examinations  which  might 
detect  cancer  at  an  early,  curable  stage. 
The  specialists  spoke  at  a  news 
conference  Wednesday  at  the  Clinical 
Congress  of  the  American  College  of 
Surgeons. 


Former  Viet  premier 
lectures  at  Utah  State 


LOGAN,  Utah  (AP)  -  Former 
Premier  Nguyen  Cao  Ky  of  South 
Vietnam  says  the  United  States  has 
done  a  good  job  settling  refugees  from 
his  former  country. 

Speaking  Wednesday  at  Utah  State 
University,  Ky  said,  however,  there  is 
much  to  be  done  in  that  area. 

But,  he  stressed,  “We  do  not  want  to 
become  welfare  cases.  We  want  to  earn 
your  respect  and  friendship.  We  want 
to  become  a  part  of  your  country.” 

“We  come  as  friends.  Your  sons  and 
our  sons  fought  together.  We  have  not 
forgot  and  will  never  forget  this,”  Ky 
said.  “I  have  lost  my  country.  I  have 
lost  everything.  I  do  not  need  to  use 
propaganda  in  my  speech.” 

Ky,  in  response  to  a  newsman’s 
question,  said  that  as  a  military  man  he 
doesn’t  understand  the  term  amnesty, 
but  he  can  understand  the  issue  of 
amnesty  after  living  in  the  United 
States  for  18  months. 

“Amnesty  is  probably  a  good 
political  action,”  said  Ky,  who  also  was 
vice  president  in  South  Vietnam  under, 
former  President  Thieu. 

“I  can  understand  why  a  young  boy 
growing  up  in  this  peaceful,  beautiful 
country  would  not  want  to  risk  his  life 
over  in  Vietnam,  a  place  he’s  never 
heard  of  before,”  Ky  said. 

“I  understand  the  war  in  South 
Vietnam  was  not  popular.  It  divided 
American  public  opinion  especially 
among  yourselves,’’  he  told  his 
audience. 

Ky  said  American  military  leaders 
failed  to  explain  fully  the  war  in  his 
country  to  those  Americans  who  were 
drafted  during  the  1960s. 


He  said  the  United  States  has  done  a 
good  job  in  settling  Vietnamese  refugees 
who  fled  South  Vietnam  when  it  was 
taken  over  by  North  Vietnam. 
However,  he  said,  there  is  much  to  do. 

The  decline  of  his  country,  he  said, 
was  when  Thieu,  the  only  name  on  the 
ballot,  was  elected  president. 

“People  no  longer  trusted  the 
government.  People  were  .no  longer 
willing  to  fight. 

Americans  need  to  recopize  that 
“we  fought  and  died  to  remain  free. 

“May  God  help  us  to  lay  away  the 
past,”  he  said. 

Schorr  talks  on  security 

CORVALLIS,  Ore.  (AP)  —  Former 
CBS  reporter  Daniel  Schorr  says  there 
will  be  more  Watergates  if  reporters  are 
not  allowed  to  protect  their 
confidential  sources. 

Schorr,  who  refused  to  reveal  to  a 
congressional  committee  his  source  for 
a  secret  report  on  the  CIA,  spoke  to 
more  than  1,000  persons  at  Oregon 
State  University  on  Tuesday  night. 

“Americans  want  national  security, 
but  they  don’t  want  cover-up.  They 
want  safety,  but  they  also  want  their 
liberties  intact,”  Schorr  said.  “They  see 
the  press  as  one  of  the  important 
instruments  for  that.” 

Schorr  resigned  recently  from  CBS’ 
amid  controversy  over  his  disclosure 
earlier  this  year  of  the  CIA  report.  He 
refused  to  tell  his  source  for  the  report, 
and  the  congressional  panel  finally 
dropped  its  inquiry  without  punishing 
him.

Every  two  years,  a  group  of  men  and 
women  answer  a  want  ad  like  this. 
They  have  names  like  Moss,  Hatch, 
Howe,  Ford,  Carter,  Matheson, 
Maddox,  Bates,  Anderson  and 
Romney.  They  are  the  politicians. 

And  every  two  years,  we  the  people 
are  asked  to  vote  for  our  policy 
makers.  As  the  Oct.  26  registration 
deadline  nears,  what  will  Utahns  decide 
to  do  about  this  year’s  election? 

The  Utah  Foundation,  a  private 
research  organization,  has  predicted 
that  555,000  Utahns  will  cast  ballots  in 
November.  The  Foundation  said  Utah 
led  the  nation  in  voting  percentage  for 


the  1964  and  1968  presidential 
elections. 

Utah  has  a  high  voting  percentage 
because  of  a  religious  heritage  of  civic 
involvement.  And  thanks  to  the  valor 
of  LDS  pioneer  women,  Utah  was  one 
of  the  first  four  states  to  give  women 
the  vote. 


Attending  college 
develops  potential 


Remember  the  penny?  The  one-cent 
piece  may  soon  cease  to  exist. 

It  used  to  be  that  pennies  were  good 
for  penny  candy,  finding  out  one’s 
weight,  or  parking  for  12  minutes,  but 
these  penny  values  have  virtually 
disappeared. 

The  truth  is  that  the  penny  has  fallen 
on  hard  times  and  is  now  practically 
worthless  all  alone.  A  person  with  only 
one  cent  is  hard  pressed  to  find 
anything  which  the  penny  will  buy.  So 
a  government-sponsored  study  has 
recommended  that  the  U.S.  Mint 
eliminate  the  penny  by  1980. 

The  study  concludes  that  pennies  are 
too  expensive  to  make  and  too  hard  to 
spend. 

Inflation  gets  much  of  the  blame  for 
the  penny’s  low  esteem.  Being  so  hard 
to  spend,  pennies  generally  end  up  in 
jars,  piggy  banks  or  cracks  behind  the 
sofa’s  cushion. 

The  proposal  to  do  away  with  the 


penny  is  now  being  studied  by  j  i

fate  of  the  good  old  penny,  w 
been  a  mainstay  of  the  U.S.  ] 
since  its  beginning. 

Still,  it  is  sad  to  think  that; 
the  trusty  penny  may  so< 
victim  of  inflation  and 
prices.

Furthering  one’s 
education  not  only  expands  one’s 
knowledge  of  the  world  in  general,  but 
also  broadens  one’s  social  experience 
and  adds  a  degree  of  sophistication  to 
one’s  life.  Going  to  college  does  not 


only  increase  the  intellect,  but  offers  a 
total  education  for  a  well-balanced  life. 

Consider  BYU’s  goals.  They  include 
mental  growth,  and  just  as  important, 
spiritual,  physical  and  social  growth. 
High  standards  are  an  important  part  of 
a  total  education. 

In  August  1966,  Dr.  Max  Rafferty, 
then  California  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  spoke  of  BYU  as  a

On  October  16,  1919,  a  small, 
shabbily-dressed  man  stood  before 
about  110  people  in  a  Munich  beer 
hall.  He  spoke  for  about  30  minutes 
and  appealed  for  donations  to  support 
a  fledgling  German  political  party 
whose  twin  tenets  were  nationalism 
and  rabid  anti-Semitism. 

The  man  was  Adolf  Hitler,  and  that 
speech  marked  the  beginning  of  his 
political  career.  His  appeal  was 
successful— he  received  300  marks. 
That  sum  ensured  the  continuation  of 
the  party,  The  German  Workers’  Party. 
The  name  was  later  changed  to  the 
National  German  Workers’  Party 
(NSDAP)  and  it  was  this  party  Hitler 
used  as  a  springboard  to  power. 

Hitler  was  endowed  with  a  demonic 
genius  that  enabled  him  to  sway  the 
minds  of  millions  of  followers  and  lead 
them  and  the  world  on  a  path  strewn 
with  death  and  destruction. 

What  should  be  learn  from  the 
example  of  this  evil  genius?  Robert 
Payne,  in  his  fine  book,  “The  Life  and 
Death  of  Adolf  Hitler,”  explains: 

“No  man  can  be  trusted  with  power. 
To  be  endurable,  power  must  be  shared 
to  the  widest  possible  extent:  the  single 
ruler  defeats  the  purposes  of  our 
common  humanity.  When  the  chief 
executive  is  powerful  enough  to 
overwhelm  parliament,  when  he  rules 
by  edict  and  executive  order,  when  he 
attempts  to  exercise  the  rights  that 


properly  belong  to  the  community, 
then  he  places  himself  in  the  position 
of  Hitler.” 

Indeed,  mankind  must  be  constantly 
on  guard  against  those  so-called  “great 
men”  who  emerge  in  times  of  crisis 
with  pat  answers  and  easy  solutions. 

They  have  to  be  in  control;  they  need 
power,  and  when  they  have  it  they 
want  more  and  more  until  humanity 
becomes  a  pawn  to  sacrifice  in  quest  of
